At its regular meeting on 
August 16, the County Board 
of Supervisors armounced the 
appointment of veteran fire 
fighter - administrator Clyde 
A. Bragdon, Jr., 48, as the 
new Fire Chief of the Los 
Angeles County Fire De¬ 
partment.

Q. — I read in our local 
paper that five of your ama¬ 
teur investment club mem¬ 
bers had each picked a model 
portfolio of ten stocks in 
December of 1974 and that 
they have made a huge gain 
since then. Aren’t you taking 
false credit. December 1974 
was the bottom of the mar¬ 
ket and everjdhing has gone 
up since then. 

A. — You are right that 
most stocks have gone .up 
since December 1974, but you 
missed the point. The point 
was that an amateur in the 
stock market, if he will take 
the time to apply a few 
simple tests to a stock and 
doesn’t try to jump in and 
out, can very often do much 


better than the averages. 
While we have assumed that 
the Dow - Jones Industrial 
Averages is representative cf 
wliat the stockmarket on the 
average is doing, we ail 
know that is not exactly 
true, but it is one standard 
of comparison. 

Our amateurs did very 
well both in total and by 
comparison. At the July 1st 
check point, which was 2% 
years after they made their 
selections, the Dow-Jones 
was up 48.1 per cent and 
their average was up 119.9 
per cent. ’Tlie smallest in¬ 
crease any contestant had 
was 70.2 per cent and the 
largest was 193.2 per cent.

Six Immunization Clinics 
In Monrovia Start Aug. 25 


Chief Physician Robert M. 
MeVann, M.D., has a n - 
nounced a series of six eve- 
ing immunization clinics, be¬ 
ginning Thursday, August 25, 
from 5 to 7 p.m. at the Mon¬ 
rovia Health Center, 330 W 
Maple Avenue, Monrov i a. 
These clinics will continue 
every Thursday, from 5 to 7 
p.m., during the month of 
September. 

According to Califom i a 
state law ,all children en¬ 
tering kindergarten in the 
fall must present proof of 
immunization when register¬ 
ing for school, and Dr. Me¬ 
Vann urges all parents to 
take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity to complete their 
children’s immunization re¬ 
quirements. The Monrovia 
Health Center also offers 
immunizations Tuesday thru 
Thursday from 8 to 11 a.m. 
and Monday thru Friday 
from 1 to 3 p.m. 

Children may be Inocu¬ 
lated against the serious ill¬ 
nesses of diphtheria, tetan¬ 
us, whooping cough (DPT), 
and polio, while adults will 
receive tetanus and diph¬ 
theria immunizations. 

DPT immunizations will 
be available to children over 
two months of age. A basic 
series consists of three in¬ 
jections a month apart, a 
first booster one year later, 
and a second booster at the 
time a child enters kinder¬ 
garten. 

Polio vaccine will be pro¬ 
vided for children six weeks 
of age and older. It is given 
orally In two doses two 


months apart. A third dosc- 
is given 8 to 12 months later, 
and a final one ,at the time 
of school entry. Children 
aged 15 months to puberty 
will receive prot e c 11 o n 
against 10-day measles and 
S-day German measles. 

All community members 
are eligible to take advan¬ 
tage Of this opportunity to 
protect themselves and their 
children against these dan¬ 
gerous, yet preventable, dis¬ 
eases. Children must be ac¬ 
companied by a parent or 
legal guardian, and parents 
are asked to bring all pre¬ 
vious immunization records. 
All inoculations are offered 
free of charge as a com¬ 
munity service.

First steps have been taken at Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn’s reqiuest toward eventually merging six county com¬ 
missions which deal with juvenile delinquency, drug abuse, 
the court system and crime. 

The Board of Supervisors appointed Terence J. Mat¬ 
hews, chairman of the Delinquency and Crime Commis¬ 
sion, to head a task force of commission chairmen. 

The following commissions are involved; Eiellnquency 
and Crime, Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs. Obscenity and 
Pomogarphy, Youth, J-udicial Procedures and Probation. 

The chairmen of the commissions were Instructed to 
form the task force “toward unifying their efforts, either 
jxicrging all or part of the commissions, Hahn 

said'. 

“These commissions need to be realigned in order to 
more effectively combat problems of juvenile delinquency, 
drug abuse, pornography and crime,” Hahn told the Board 
of Supervisors. 

"Each of these commissions is assigned a specific area 
dealing with delinquency, crime and the justice system. 
However, they are not working together In a unified way 
to solve the serious problems facing Los Angeles County.” 

The task force was instructed to report back to the 
Board of Supervisors in four months. 

Do Yourself! 

An American Renaissance in “do it yourself law” is 
sweeping the land today, it was claimed! by Melvin Mar¬ 
cus, director of the American Divorce Center, Los Angeles. 

Out of a total 133,672 divorces filed in California in 
1976, 28.2 per cent or 37,695 were filed “pro i>er” or with¬ 
out the aid of lawyers, Marcus reported. 

“Ten years ago (1966) less than one per cent of the 
69,145 divorce actions filed in California were done with¬ 
out a lawyer,” Marcus said. 

Marcus added that by the end of this decade the prog¬ 
nosis is that half of all divodce proceedings filed in Cali¬ 
fornia \vill be the do-it-yourself type. 

Figures for the first quarter of 1977 show tliat 27.8 
per cent of the 3,886 bankruptcy petitions filed in South¬ 
ern California were made “pro per,” or without the help 
of lawj'ers. 

“Americans are on a legal Renaissance binge with the 
prevailing attiutude .seeming to be ‘1 can do it my¬ 
self’,” Marcus said.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottfe of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
fhe faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving- with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 

off while you wash. i 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

A Woman Ought To Know

Dear Anita, 


I’m going through a di¬ 
vorce, and I’m worried that 
my attorney is not repre¬ 
senting me adequately. How 
does a woman choose an at¬ 
torney who will fight for 
her interests during this 
trying period?

Dear J. A., 

I hear this question often. 
Divorce is an agonizing ex¬ 
perience, at best a time of 
legal indicision for the wo¬ 
man, aware that she is mak¬ 
ing life-time decisions In a 
very short time. 

First, try to be more ob¬ 
jective by reading s .u c h 
books as "The Femi n i s t 
Handbook on Separation rind 
Divorce — Women in Transi¬ 
tion” or the "ACLU Hand¬ 
book: The Rights of Wo¬ 
men.” 

Then, taka your time 
choosing an attorney. Each 
is apt to vary in philosophy. 
Many women find a divorce 
.epeclalist the best choice. Be 
wary of using the same at¬ 
torney chosen by your hus¬ 
band. 

A Lawyei^s Referral Serv¬ 
ice will refer you to a spe¬ 
cialist: often you may wish 
to interview more than one. 
Fess should be small for an 
opening interview if you use 
such a service. Immediately 
discuss fees and which 
spiQUse will pay for yours. 

A good attorney will want 
a thorough check-list of your 
property, bank acco u n t s, 
stocks, bonds, insur a n c e 
iwlicies, earnings, mon e y 


owed and so on. Your tax re¬ 
turn should provide this. 
Your attorney should deter¬ 
mine if there are any con¬ 
cealed assets. 

Some issues to discuss are 
ycur living expenses, cus¬ 
tody arrangements, visiting 
rights, medical e.xpenses, life 
insurance, health insurance, 
college costs. You are not 
apt to receive alimony, ex¬ 
cept for a relatively short 
period. Child support, how¬ 
ever, is a matter to explore 
thoroughly. 

If your attorney answers 
promptly and seeks exten¬ 
sive information from you, 
you have a good indication 
of that attorney’s commit¬ 
ment to your best interests.

WINE TALK . . .

1974 CABERNET SAUVIGNON 


In the Napa Valley, where fine Cabernets are the accepted standard, 1974 
shows promise of being the vintage of this century. Certaiinly it is the best in 
the memory of Robert Mondavi. 

From the beginning, it was the sort of crush that winemakers dream of. 
The grapes arrived at the winery with the ideal sugar-iacld balance. The aver¬ 
age sugar was 22.1 brix. The juice was fermented on the skins tor 10 to 14 
days at 85 F. After fermentation the wine remained in the temperature con¬ 
trolled fermenting tanks for another week to extract added varietal character, 
color and lifegiving tannins from the grape solids. The finished blend is 94% 
Cabernet Sauvignon, 4% Cabernet Franc and 2% Merlot. 

After racking, the newly fermented 1974 vintage was additionally clari¬ 
fied by a light centrifuging, then put into barrels. Three quarters of the bar¬ 
rels from' France, and one quarter was selected American Oak. We found this 
ratio of French to American Oak contributed to the fullness and complexity of 
the wine. A full 21 months of barrel aging preceded bottling of the wine. 

The 1974 vintage Is big wine. It has a depth of bouquet and intense 
vitality that promise great elegance at maturity. Its fine varietal character 
and rich texture already make it a pleasure to drink. 

Like most great vintages, the 1974 Cabernet will take a long time to 
tullly mature. We expect the wine to Improve tor as many as 15 years, and to 
remain at its peak through the turn of the next century.
